Hongkong 
Branch of the English Associa- 
tion was held yesterday at 5.80 
‘pm, ak Gaverminent House. The 
chairman, Sir Henry Gollan, de- 
clared the meeting open and call- 
ed upon Mr, -Birch, Acting Hon. 
Secretary, to read the minutes. of 
the last meeting. After thesd 
had been duly read and confirm- 
ed, the chairman introduced Mrs. 
Southorn and asked her to deliver 
her address on Jane Austen. . 
~ The lecturer began by referring 
to various estimates of Jane 
Austen’s gehius... One. learned 
professor of English had deserib- 
ed her as a comic writer," a 
description which. might create 
consternation among those. who 
began to-read the novels with no 
other knowledge of the author; 
Chesterton, in his preface: to 
“Love and Friendship” (sic) says 
that she could have been a 
buffoon, like. Chaucer’s Wyf of 
Bath, while others have compared 
her “fools” to, those of Shake- 
speare. Such comparisons are 
odious, Jane was unique and 
inimitable. - ot ‘ 
Another type of critle may 
complain that of Jane and her 
novels “there is hothing to say 
—nothing ever happens,” Cer- 
tainly neither Jane nor her 
characters were heroines of the 
cinematograph type; but in . her 
own life and work there is far 
more material than can be dealt 
with easily in a lecture, and every 
‘incident therein is invested with 
a subtle charm and interest. 
Her surroundings . harmonised 
with her tastes. Fanny Burney, 
Charlotte Bronte, George Eliot: 
all knew storm and stress, but 
the story of Jane's life brings 
with it the peace and fragrance 
of the English gardens and of the 
flowers. she loved so well. Al- 
though she lived in a period of 
great historical events, her work 
gives no picture of wars or. re- 
volutions; the only glimpses of 
the “world” we catch from them 
are pictures of the gray streets 
of Bath or the stately streets of 
London, where she used to stay 
with friends or relatives. This 
may appear dull, but it is not, for 
with her breath of humour Jane 
Austen breathed life into her 
confined world.

pathetic interest is attached. "It 
was always occupied by Mrs. Aus- 
ten, an invalid, and Jane when at- 
tacked by her mortal illness re- 
fused to usurp her mother’s sofa 
but contrived a couch for herself 
out of chairs, knowing that at the 
least ‘sign of needing it on her 
part, Mrs. Austen would refuse to 
use it. ‘ 

In 1801 Mr. Austen died, and to 
Jane's real sorrow the family. mov- 
ed to Bath. The last eight years 
of her life were spent at Chaivton, 
the scene of her greatest literary 
activity. “Pride and Prejudice” 
had been Submitted earlier. to Mr. 
Cadell and declined; in 1803 ‘‘Nor- 
thanzer Abbey’ was sold for £10 
and left, in a drawer till it was re- 
purchased for the same sum from 
a too-willing publisher. He did not 
know until he had sold it that the 
author was also the author of 
“Pride and Prejudice.” 

“Sense and Sensibility” was the 
book which firat won for her re- 
counition, but she never -became 
the pet of the gay loud world; she 
was. only réad and appreciated by 
a ‘small circle and even then her 
name remained almost unknown. 

“A Distinction. 

The only ‘mark of distinction 
she received during her life was in 
1815, when the’ Prince Regent 
hearing she was in London, de- 
puted his librarian to wait on her 
and invite her to view the Jibrary 
at Carlton Housé, and said he would 
be pleased to accept the dedication 
of one of her books, Emma was 
duly dedicated ‘to him. The 
Librarian suggested she should 
write a-romance on the illustrious 
house of Coburg, but this sugges- 
tion she declined (with her tongue 
in her cheek) ag she “couldn’t keep 
it up—without’ laughing.” 

She had a just appreciation of 
her own gifts, and criticised her- 
self severely, but of Elizabeth Ben- 
net she had to say she wag “as de- 
lightful a creature as ever appear- 
ed in print.” 

The novels were written at a 
small pieces of paper that could 
be easily hidden on.the arrival of 
visitors, and the writer. was grate- 
ful for a squeaking door that gave 
warning of their coming. . 

Mrs, Southorn said that she had 
no intention of giving a detailed 
discussion of the novels, Some 
people may not read them, as 
others will not hear classica) music 
in case it is dull: if- they knew the 
best music they would like it, and 
32 if people will read Jane (though 
her works may be less accessible 
than those of Edgar Wallace) they 
will enjoy her when they know her.

A resolution; enquiring. of Gov- 


ernment. whether it was consider- 
ed that conditions were sufficient- 


ly normal to justify the introduc- 
tion of. bye-laws for the regulation 
of food-preserving ‘establishments, 
was adopted by the Sanitary Boar 

at the fortnightly meeting ‘ held 
yesterday. a te : 

._.[t was moved by Hon. Dr. A. R, 
Wellington, the. Director of 
Medical and’ Sanitary: Services, 
who pointed out that as food was 
the medium for the spread of a 
number, of diseases, it was. right 
and proper that those who  pre- 
pared food for sale should be sub- 
jected to reasonable rules and re- 
gulations made for, the purpose 


.of protecting the health of those 


who partook of such food. 
. A further ‘motion was for the 
suspension fora period ‘of six 
months of a warnine notice re- 
quiring the removal of. water 
closets:at the New Rest’ Hotel in 
Shelley Strect. It was adopted 
by the meeting after the Chairman 
and Hon,, Mr. J. P. Braga. had 
pleaded for a benevolent attitud 
by the Board. _ : 

The. Hon. Mr. H, T. Creasy 
(Director of Public -Works) ‘pre- 
sided in the absence of Mr. G, R. 
Sayer, the President of the Board, 
and other members present were 
the Hon, Dr. A. R, Wellington 
(Direétor of Medical and Sanitary

He 
had always given instructions to 
the compradore of the ship not 
to overload the vessel. ~ . 

In answer to his Worship, Mr. 
Sum said he.was prepared to admit 
that such an offence occurred. 

His Worship: found Mr. Sum 
guilty, but only administered a 
caution. 

Capt. Cornand pleaded guilty to 
the charge against ‘him. 

His Worship:—Doe you carry a 
passenger certificate? - 

Capt. Cornand:—Yes. ; 

Asked what he had to say, Capt. 
Cornand explained that when he 
joined the ship in 1927, he was 
told by the Chief Officer.and Capt. 
Arthur that the maximum draft 
with 225 tons of cargo was 10 feet 
and one inch, which was the figure 
he always specified to the char- 
terers, boarding officers, etc., and 
which was the figure in the Ton- 
nage Certificate, - 

When the Yuet On was on the 
run to Canton, he found the vessel |. 
to be top-heavy and subsequently 
took 45 tons of iron and stone on 
board, so that. in all she carried 
about 95 tons of ballast. — 

On this account, he could only 
carry 180 tong of cargo, but it 
never came to that amount be- 
causa of the competition on the]. 
run and the low cargo. 

On February 28 last, the vessel 
had only 132 tons of cargo accord- 
ing to the information he received 
from the compradore, and he 
therefore thought he was. able to 
take more. cargo. He’ told Mr. 
Thompson of-this when the latter 
went aboard for the: first time. 

Contrary to his expectations, no 
more .cargo was brought to his 
vessel, but a great number of pas- 
sengers boarded her, taking with 
them quite a lot of luggage. 
Never on the Kongmoon run had
